Development and Industrial Finance Officers in the Indus- 
trial Finance Department”, substitute the words “Deputy 
Directors and Research Officers in the Economic Depart- 
ment and Department of Statistics; Rural Credit Officers 
in the Agricultural Credit Department; Banking Officers in 
the Department of Banking Operations and Department of 
Banking Development; Industrial Finance Officers in the 
Industrial Finance Department; 

Assistant Legal Officers in the Legal Department”. 

2. This notification shall have effect from 15th February 
1960 and the inclusion in the Notification No. 21, dated 4th 
November 1949 1 by this Notification of the post of Adminis- 
trative Officer in the Department of Banking Development 
and in the Industrial Finance Department shall be deemed 
to have been made with effect from 17th September 1959.

All other Hindu religious endow- 
ments including those of Virasaivas, Lingayats, Kabir- 
panthis, Buddhists, Jains, and followers of the Brahmo, 
Prarthana, Arya Samaj and Nirmals will be included in 
the categories to be dealt with by the Commission. All 
public bodies, institutions and individuals interested in the 
management and maintenance — present and future— of 
Hindu temples/mutts and other Hindu Shrines and also, 
interested in the proper utilization of their resources and 
other matters pertaining to the management, maintenance 
and future of such religious temples, mutts etc. are in- 
vited to oiler their views in the form of memoranda which 
should be addressed to the Secretary^ Hindu Religious 
Endowments Commission C/o Ministry of Law, New Delhi 
within two months from the date of this notice. It may also 
be intimated whether they would be willing to be examin- 
ed by the Commission in person as witnesses.
